starting a state income tax, six 
are considering increases, two 
may adopt a state sales tax and 
six are considering increases. 
Four states are considering 
increases 
in 
cigarette 
taxes, 
three in gasoline taxes, two in 
liq uor taxes. 
And in some capitals, tax 
trends still haven’t developed. 


Legislatures 
are meeting, or 
will meet later this y ear, in 47 
states. 
The survey showed that tax 
proposals were directed, in de­ 
scending order of freq uency , at 
personal income, sales, ciga- 
rettes, corporation income, gas­ 
oline, liq uor, oil and gas produc­ 
tion, various licenses, mining 
and personal property . 
Forty -four 
states 
already 
have sales taxes, 38 personal in­ 
come taxes and 40 corporate in­ 
come taxes. 
The biggest user of the state 
tax dollar is education, well 
ahead of welfare and highway s. 
A personal income tax has 
been formally proposed in Penn 
sy lvania and Washineton StMe. 
and is under study in Illinois. A 
tax on personal and corporate 


incomes has been suggested in 
Maine. 
Increases 
in 
income 
taxes 
have been proposed in Mary ­ 
land, North Dakota, Missouri, 
Georgia, New Mexico and Colo­ 
rado.

adopt sales taxes. Boosts in that

The term, “guarded,” means 
in medical terminology the out­ 
look as to whether a patient will 
survive or recover is uncertain. 
Brig. Gen. Frederic J. Hughes 
Jr., commanding general of the 
hospital who issued the bulletin, 
told newsmen later the 78-year- 
old Eisenhower “appeared to 
reach a plateau yesterday” in 
his new episode with congestive 
heart failure. 
The hospital said Monday the 
former president was reported 
weaker but resting cnmfnrHblv 
after what doctors called then a 
new “crisis.” 
John 
Eisenhower, 
newly 
named ambassador to Belgium, 
arrived from New York Monday 


night and visited his father. 
Earlier, the two-time Republi­ 
can president talked several 
times with his wife, Mamie and 
his brother, Dr. Milton Eisen­ 
hower, and President Nixon’s 
two daughters. 
Brig. Gen. Frederic J. Hughes 
Jr., Walter Reed commanding 
general, referred to Eisenhow­ 
er’s present illness as a “cri­ 
sis.” 
The new episode of congestive 
heart failure—which is different 
from a heart' attack—follows 
one March 15 and comes several 
weeks after Eisenhower suc­ 
cessfully underwent emergency 
abdominal surgery. This recov­ 
ery from the surgery was brief 
ly complicated by pneumonia. 
Congestive 
h e a r t failure 
means one or more chambers of 
the heart fail to empty ade­ 
quately during the contraction 
This can lead to an accumula­ 
tion of fluids in blood vessels 
supplying the lungs, or other 
parts of the body or both. This 
congestion, which also impairs 
tile delivery of life sustaining 
oxygen from the lungs into the 
blood stream, is also known as 
“edema,” or dropsy.

The biggest user of the state 
tax dollar is education, well 
ahead of welfare and highways. 
A personal income tax has 
been formally proposed in Penn­ 
sylvania and Washington Stste, 
and is under study in Illinois. A

Maine. 
Increases in income taxes 
have been proposed in Mary­ 
land, North Dakota, Missouri, 
Georgia, New Mexico and Colo­ 
rado.

Supreme Court 
Rejects Review 
Of Wiretapping 


Hanoi Worries Sihanouk; Cambodia Friendlier With U.S 


WASHINGTON (AP) —- The 
Supreme Court refused Monday 
to reconsider a March IO eaves­ 
dropping ruling that the govern­ 
ment said would have an “ad­ 
verse impact” upon gathering 
of foreign intelligence. 
At the same time, the court 
followed the thrust of the March 
IO decision by ordering hearings 
in federal courts for more than 
a dozen criminal defendants in­ 
cluding Teamasters Union presi­ 
dent James R. Hoffa and for­ 
mer heavyweight boxing cham­ 
pion Muhammad AU to deter­ 
mine if the government’s elec­ 
tronic surveillance of them was 
unlawful. 
The Justice Department, just 
last Wednesday, had urged the 
court to exempt from the Con­ 
stitution’s 
restraints 
govern­ 
ment eavesdropping and wire­ 
tapping for the sake of the coun­ 
try’s “external security.” 
Additionally, the department 
had asked the court to foreclose 
examination of bugging tran 
scripts by defendants in these 
cases and their lawyers. 
The court rejected this plea 
out of hand. 
The plea, entered by SoUcitor 
General Erwin Griswold, had 
urged modification of the March 
IO decision “in the interest of 
self-preservation” of the nation. 
The plea included an assertion 
by the government that wire 
tapping and eavesdropping to 
obtain foreign intelligence infor­ 
mation are exempt from the 
restraints 
imposed 
by 
the 
Fourth Amendment to the U.S 
Constitution. 
The 
court 
obviously 
disa 
greed, but following tradition 
did not set forth its reasons for 
declining to reconsider its rul 
ing. Reconsideration is rarely 
granted. 
Thus the action was not en 
tirely unexpected, although the 
speed with which the court act 
ed raised some eyebrows. 
The 5-3 ruling entitled convict 
ed spies, extortionists and other 
criminal defendants, to deter 
mine for themselves whether 
prosecution stemmed from tile 
gal electronic surveillance from 
federal agents. 
The ruling dealt specifically 
with the conviction of a Russian 
chauffeur Igor Ivanov, who was 
sentenced to 20 years on spy 
conspiracy charges.

Lezhnev was last seen Friday 
night when he checked out of 
the Wellington Hotel near Car­ 
negie Hall carrying his luggage 
and cello. He missed a Saturday 
night concert in Baltimore and 
a Sunday concert in Washing­ 
ton. 
The orchestra is scheduled to 
return to Moscow Tuesday on 
an Aeroflot flight from New 
York. 
Police said Lezhnev was 5 feet 
8, 145 pounds, with blond hair, 
blue eyes, fair complexion, me­ 
dium build and eyeglasses. He 
speaks broken English, police 
said. 
In Washington, the State De­ 
partment said it had no infor­ 
mation on the matter.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Five 
present or former service sta­ 
tion operators in the Greater 
Cincinnati area filed suit in U.

The suits were filed on behalf 
of Joseph Lah, who operates a 
station here and Horace Schnei­ 
der, operator of a station in 
Ludlow, Ky., and former station 
operators Dean Hensley, Leon­ 
ard Simpson and Charles E.

They charged Shell violates 
the Sherman anti-trust act by 
giving only one-year leases on 
stations.

NEW YORK (AP) — Is Amer­ 
ican business building up an in­ 
ventory of ill will during these 
days of inflation—a legacy that 
might be especially damaging 
to some companies in the event 
of a downturn? 
During inflation money is 
plentiful, demand is high, sales 
are relatively easier to make. 
Some products might even be in 
short supply and so are grabbed 
up. Skilled help is bard to get. 
The net result, critics say, is a 
downturn of quality and service 
and an increase in dissatisfac­ 
tion. It may be difficult to meas­ 
ure how broad and deep is the 
discontent. But the complaints 
are there: 
A survey just released by the 
Better Business Bureau here be­ 
gins this way: 
“It’s not fraud or the slick 
swindle consumers are tearing 
their hair about these days—it’s 
simply sloppy work and bad 
service. There has been a sharp 
increase in complaints about un­ 
satisfactory workmanship, in­ 
stallation or service.” 
The files of the BBB are only 
one sounding board. Various 
consumer groups report similar 
findings. So (lo the offices of 
some attorneys general. Your 
neighbor’s grumblings convey 
the same frustrations. 
A little product worth $5 or so 
carries what seems to be a big, 
gold-plated 
guarantee. 
The 
product breaks down and the 
owner decides to activate the 
guarantee, but he finds it would 
cost more to ship the product 
back to the factory than it is 
worth. 
A broker’s customer com­ 
plains that if he forgets to pay 
for stock within five business 
days be receives a formal de­ 
mand for the money. But this 
same broker is linable to deliver 
the certificates for two months. 
The telephone company mis- 
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bills rn customer, who replies by 
letter seeking an explanation. 
He receives none—just a notice 
that his service will be discon­ 
tinued unless be pays up. 
An insurance customer has a 
minor automobile accident. He 
sends Ins company all the de­ 
tails: name, address, policy 
number, dates, and so on. In re­ 
turn he 
receives a 
mimeo 
graphed form letter: 
“Hie information provided is 
insufficient. Please give name 
of our insured, date of acci­ 
dent...” 
A note is received by the cus­ 
tomer of a service establish­ 
ment to which he owes no mon­ 
ey. “An audit is being made of 
the books of XYZ Corp. If we do 
not hear from you we assume 
the enclosed bill is correct.” 
It isn’t, and neither is a stamp 
affixed to the enclosed envelope. 
Over a year-long period an 
automobile owner spends $200 
with a manufacturer’s dealer 
trying to correct an igniton de­ 
fect in his vehicle. He takes it to

who 
immediately fixes it for $7.50. 
“They all came through like 
that from the factory.” the me­ 
chanic tells the mystified cus­ 
tomer, 
who was under the 


impression he had purchased 
and paid for a vehicle that was 
in IOO per cent working order. 
A department store continues 
to bill a customer for products 
either never delivered or re­ 
turned. Hie requests for pay­ 
ment escalate until a threat of 
damage to the customer’s good 
name is made. 
Only then, under threat of a 
lawsuit, does the customer re­ 
ceive a satisfactory response. 
But he remains unpaid for his 
time, money and effort expend­ 
ed on protecting his credit rat­ 
ing. 
Without doubt today's consum­ 
ers are being offered an array 
of material goods unmatched in 
history. But they are also much 
better informed about market­ 
ing processes and more critical 
of the goods they buy. 
Hie question that some busi­ 
nesses must be pondering dur­ 
ing inflation is this: Does the 
customer also have a better 
memory these days? Will be 
forget, or will he remember if 
the nation returns to a buyer’s 
market?

Sirhan found himself in the

The portrayal of a computer­ 
ized killer was a stunning sum­ 
mary of Diamond's eight exami­ 
nations of Sirhan in his jail cell 
—including a frenetic re-enact­ 
ment by a hypnotized Sirhan of 
the moment he shot the senator 
from New York. 
Diamond, 65. a professor of 
psychiatry, law and criminology 
at the University ol California 
at Berkeley, was to return to 
the stand today. 
“ I agree that this is an absurd 
and preposterous story, unlikely 
and incredible,” Diamond said, 
his face turned to the jury. “Tho 


crime itself was a tracigally ab­ 
surd and preposterous event, 
unlikely and incredible.” 
The tragedy Mas ordained, 
Diamond said, with Sirhan’s ex­ 
posure to violence and death in 
Jerusalem in 1948 when his tam 
ily—Arabs—became refugees in 
the partition of Palestine and 
establishment of Israel as a 
Jewish homeland. 
His mental illness developed 
as he grew older “and his fanat­ 
ical hatred and fear cf the Jews 
increased with each radio and 
television broadcast concerning 
the tension in the Middle East.” 
Sirhan began courses in self 


hypnosis and mind power, prac­ 
ticed diligently. 
“He actually believed,” Dia­ 
mond said, “that he could stop 
the bombers from reaching Is­ 
rael and thereby save the Arabs 
— simply by willing the death of 
all who would help the Jews.” 
Kennedy, campaigning for the 
democratic presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
had 
promised 
fighter 
bombers to Israel if elected. 
Sirhan became convinced he 
Mas losing his mind, Diamond 
said. 
“He sought the remedy in his 
books on mysticism and the oc­

And 
he said the officers will be more 
courteous and careful in their 
remarks when they know their 
voices are being recorded. 
Witnesses’ statements will be 
transcribed by police stenogra­ 
phers, then taken to the wit­ 
nesses’ homes to be signed. 
Officers’ reaction to the ma­ 
chines has been generally fa­ 
vorable during the two weeks 
the test has been in progress.

Perez died last Wednesday 
night at his plantation south of 
here in oil-rich Plaquemine Par­ 
ish, which he controlled for 
nearly a half century. His ex- 
communication stemmed from 
his blocking the opening of a 
Plaquemines parochial school 
which had admitted Negroes. 
A requiem mass for the 77 
year-old political leader who the 
six priests called “the leading 
racist of the South” was con 
ducted Friday at Holy Name of 
Jesus Church on the campus of 
Loyola University. 
Burial, 
with 
two 
Catholic 
priests conducting the rites, fol­ 
lowed in a private mausoleum 
at Perez’ Idlewild Plantation. 
“In all candor, we consider 
the event a disgrace,” wrote the 
six priests—five of them theolo­ 
gy professors at Catholic uni 
versities here. 
The letter to the archbishop 
, from the priests was dated Fri 


day, the same day Perez was 
buried. It was released Monday 
night by the archbishop along 
with his own statement. 
Archbishop Hannan, who had 
disclosed Perez’ reconciliation 
with the church on the eve of 
the funeral, said in his state­ 
ment that the fact Perez’ “pub­ 
lic statement accepting and sup­ 
porting the authority 
of the 
church . . . was not reported by 
the press does not affect the 
case and is a matter of the free­ 
dom of judgment of the press.” 
The priests* letter called the 
reconciliation “a mere legal­ 
ism** and said Perez could not 
make up for a public insult by 
some private prayers or token 
penance.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Offi­ 
cials hoped today that talks with 
president Nixon have resolved 
any doubts held by Canadian 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau about the necessity of 
a U.S. missile defense system. 
Trudeau arrived Monday to 
discuss the Nixon-proposed anti­ 
ballistic 
missile—ABM—pro­ 
gram 
reportedly 
undecided 
about whether to bdfck the sys­ 
tem. He leaves for Ottawa to­ 
night after more discussions 
with American leaders. 
No matter what Trudeau de­ 
cides, he is certain to face inten­ 
sive questioning on the matter 
by his parliamentary opposition. 
Last week critics expressed 
fear that U.S. defensive missile 
installations near the border 
would cause radioactive fallout 
over Canadian territory if they 
ever had to be used. 
Trudeau 
rejected 
proposals 
that he seek to have projected 
missile sites in North Dakota 
[ and Montana moved further 
south. He said he was interested 
in finding out Nixon's rationale 
for deciding to install the sys­ 
tem and in determining whether 
it would 
be provocative or

Aides disclosed that the ABM 
issue was among topics covered 
when Nixon and Trudeau met 
privately Monday for 90 minutes 


and later joined in a 45-minute 
session with other officials in 
the White House Cabinet Room. 
The issue also figured in a fol-t 
lowup meeting Trudeau held 
with Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers at the State Depart­ 
ment. 
Not all of the prime minister’s 
visit was taken up with the som­ 
ber business of diplomacy At a 
black tie dinner Monday night, 
Nixon entertained his first offi­ 
cial foreign guest with talk 
about skin diving, one of Tru­ 
deau’s favorte recreations.
